2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests a carrier-enzyme-protein complex where the structure of the said complex 
comprises the conjugation of the carrier to the enzyme, the enzyme to the protein, but not the 
protein to the carrier. The closest prior art is Ohbayashi et al. (USP 6252053) where the recited 
complex does not have the feature of not conjugating the carrier to the protein as the instant 
claimed invention.
